DRUMHELLER, Oct. 27.—Agita- 
tion for a statutory freight rate of

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Had a chat a few days ago with Gerald 
Gratton McGeer, K.C., the redoubtable would- 
be reformer of our moribund money and credit 
systems. He was to speak that night before an 


august assembly and he used me for the 
purpose of “trying it on the dog.” 
We had _ been talking 


about the mumbo-jumbo that 
surrounds the discussion of 
monetary matters. I remem- 
ber one livid sentence from 
the iconoclastic “Gerry.” He 
said, “All the functions of 
money are represented in a 
transaction when a Canadian 
youngster takes a cent to the 
candy store and buys himself 
a stick of candy.” 

There’s genius in an illu- 
stration like that. It’s big in its simplicity. 
Formerly the discussion of monetary matters 
was restricted to learned professors with only 
a theoretical interest in the subject and 
wealthy moguls with a very practical interest 
in it. It was carried on in highly technical 
jargon. Books on money were complicated with 
graphs and mathematical formulae. There's 
hope for democracy when students of monetary 
reform can talk in terms of cents and all-day 
suckers. 

Reason it out for yourself. The government 
mint makes an inexpensive mixture of copper, 
tin and zine in certain proportions. As an alloy 
it has little value until the government stamps 
its insignia on little discs of the stuff weighing 
but 50 grains apiece. Lo! They then become 
legal tender for 1-100th part of a dollar. That's 
production. 

They are distributed through the banks. 
That's circulation. The holders exchange them 
for candies or what not. In due course they go 
back to the bank, and the goods they have en- 
abled to be transferred are consumed. That’s 
destruction. In the functioning of the humble 
copper coin are contained the cycle of essential 
operations—production, circulation and destruc- 
tion. It is the same trinity of functions that 
enables the human body to maintain itself. It 
looks as if it is an essential law of life.

It didn’t make the world safe for de- 
mocracy, or end the war spirit. It didn’t even 
settle national destinies or fix boundaries irre- 
vocably. The one outstanding victory for de- 
magracy in the world war is one in which all 
may share. It is this: the war proved that man- 
kind need not be bound by the limitations of 
the gold standard or of the money mongering 
interests. Its only limitation need be the ability 
of its people to produce: National credit always 
keeps pace with the ability to produce, because 
producing creates value. 

Instead of bemoaning the advances of mod- 
ern science and technology, starting relief 
works in which men do by hand work that can 
be done better and more economically by ma- 
ne, and keeping the surplus army of the 
unemployed idle in celibate camps, all should be 
employed in productive work financed by the 
national credit. It could be done as easily as 
financing the sale of candy bars by using the 
functions of government for the creation, cir- 
culation and retirement of credit in the cycle of 
production. 

We should then be living on the rich scale 
that modern technology indicates instead of on 
a pinch-beck scale based on the limited amount 
of monetary gold in the world.

Guard Against Influcnza 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Influenza, also called “Flu,” or “Grippe,” 
may be expected to occur in an epidemic form 
within the next few months, says a report from 
the California State Department of Public 
Health. While a serious epidemic will probably 
not appear, nevertheless, it is a wise plan to 
build up your health now in 
order that you may escape 
this acute disorder if it does 
become widespread. 

This disease usually starts 
with a sudden attack of fever, 
chilling, shivering, headache 
and pains throughout the 
muscles of the body, followed 
by an acute“%$ore throat. The 
liquid waste from the kidneys 
becomes highly colored, in- 
dicating that the body is ex-

creting a great deal of poison through the kid- 


neys. The bladder becomes irritated and some- 
times inflamed. 

Influenza may attack any organ of the body, 
but the three principal forms are: the respira- 
tory, where the lungs and bronchial tubes are 
affected; the nervous, where the central ner- 
vous system is especially affected; and the 
digestive. People with good vitality, who are 
young and slightly overweight seem to be espe- 
cially susceptible to influenza, although it re- 
spects neither age nor sex. 

Influenza is always preceded by two harmful 
conditions, auto-intoxication and enervation. 
Late hours, mental overwork and destructive 
habits of thought are the principal causes of 
the enervation, and the auto-intoxication may 
be produced by overeating, wrong food com- 
binations or constipation. 

If influenza is prevalent in your community, 
it is a wise plan for you to develop such a fine 
state of health in your body that you cannot 
develop this ailment. Start by giving yourself- 
a good bodily house-cleaning. Stop all regular 
food for four or five days and take a fruit fast, 
using some one kind of acid fruit three times 
daily in place of meals. You can get good re- 
sults by taking your choice of these fruits: 
Oranges, grapefruit, grapes, pears, pineapple 
(without sugar), or tomatoes. Use only one 
kind of fruit on any one day. For instance, if 
you use oranges for breakfast, you should use 
oranges at noon or at night on that day, The 
next day change to one of the other fruits if 
you desire 

At the same time as you take the fruit fast, 
you should cleanse the intestine by using one or 
two enemas daily. 

Develop your strength and endurance by 
ng more each day. If you have been 
ng long hours, cut the hours down to not 
more than eight hours, five days in the week, 
and try to get out into the country over Sunday. 
The open air seems to be an especially good 
preventative. 

If you will follow this advice, you will be 
able to avoid an attack of influenza. 

This would be a good time for you to write 
in and secure the two articles I have prepared 
on influenza, so that you will have them in your 
home if some member of your family develops 
“flu.” .It is very important that the correct 
treatment be begun early and by having this 
material on hand you will know what to do.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date (October 27) in 
1764 the first white child was 
born on what is now Prince Ed- 
ward Island, but which was then 
St. John’s Island. He was John 
Frederick Holland, son of the 
famous Samuel Holland, soldier 
and surveyor. 

His parent's marriage was a 
romance in itself. Holland had 
fought beside Wolfe on the Plains 
of Abraham, and after a return 
to England had come back to 
Quebec, where his knowledge of 
French was of much value to the 
government. He met and loved 
Marie Josephte Rolette but the 
girl's father refused to permit 
her to marry any one who had 
fought against the French. They 
eloped. It is said that they were 
married by an obscure priest in 
a suburb of Quebec, who was a 
sort of a Gretna Green solemn- 
izer of marriage. His marriage

was probably perfectly legal, but 
years afterwards, when the Hol- 
lands had a big family, they were 
married a second time so as to 
leave no doubt as to the transac- 
tion. 

“St. John’s Jack,” as the 
father described the boy in a 
letter to General Haldimand, was 
born at Holland's Cove, four 
miles from Charlottetown, and 
spent nearly all his life on the 
island, though making occasional 
long visits to Quebec and doing 
his bit in the army. He died at 
Charlottetown with the rank of 
colonel. He had six children, 
three sons and three daughters. 
One of the boys, Samuel, was 
killed while fighting in the battle 
of Chrysler's Farm, near Morris- 
burg, in 1813. The others founded 
families which have done things 
for Canada, and are a credit to 
the eccentric but brilliant ad- 
venturer Samuel.

NOTHING TO DO WITH THE 
CONTROVERSY 


Editor Bulletin: Re a debate of 
university students on the reso- 
lution “Resolved that this house 
deplores the increasing tendency 
on the part of the university au- 
thorities to invade the personal 
liberties of the students.” 

The suggestion appearing in 
your issue of October 23 that the 
above debate arose out of cer- 
tain criticism levelled by mem- 
bers of the clergy against the 
faculty of the university is en- 
tirely incorrect, and is calculated 
to leave a very unfortunate im- 
pression. The above topic was se- 
lected almost a week before these 
charges were made, and hed no 
connection with them. 


The resolution was intended to 
deal with certain regulations gov- 
erning students’ conduct on the 
campus, and was not intended to 
suggest that the intellectual life 
of any student was being tam- 
pered with. So far as I know, 
there is not and never has been 
any interference on the part of 
the university authorities with 
the personal beliefs of any stu- 
dent, be he Socialist, Capitalist, 
Christian or Mohammedan. 

May I be permitted a mere 
mention of the charges them- 
selves? While I do not claim to 
give anyone's opinion but my 
own, and hold no brief for any 
university body, I might testify 
as to my own experience. I have 
spent more than four years as a 
student at the University of Al- 
berta, and during that time have 
never heard any member of the 
faculty, either in or out of class, 
sneer at or attempt to ridicule 
anybody's religion. 


To my mind the charge repeat- 
ed by one of the clergy that a 
professor advised his class “to lay 
their Bibles on the shelf” is the 
product either of a very vivid 
imagination or of deliberate mis- 
representation. Never in my ex- 
perience have I heard a professor 
urge a student to close his mind to 
any book or to any system of 
either political or religious phil- 
osophy. 

If the clergy lament the deser- 
tion of the church by the youth 
of today, I would suggest (and 
again I speak for myself alone) 
that they seek the cause of this 
desertion closer home, and cease 
their attempts to blame others for 
the result of their own insuf- 
ficiencies. No religious institution 
which makes itself the pawn of 
those very forces of greed and 
blood to which the life of Jesus 
Christ offers so violent a con- 
trast, can expect to command the 
respect of any real Christian. If 
the gentlemen of the clergy have 
difficulty in understanding what 
I mean, let them cast their glance 
back over the role of the church 
in the slaughter of 1914-18. One 
of the major charges hurled at 
Upton Sinclair by a member of 
the clergy of California is that he 
is a pacifist! This speaks for it- 
self, If the irate gentlemen can 
spare time out from charging 
that youth has been untrue to the 


church, they might spend it in 
asking themselves whether the 
church has remained true to 
Christ. 

I believe most of the faculty 
would heartily disagree with 


what I have said in my last para-

NOW POSSIBLE | 


Advances in Building Up) 
Injured Parts of Body | 
Explained | 
By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
BOSTON, Oct. 27.—A method of} 
| detouring living skin from one part 
lof the body to another to improve | 
plastic surgery was described to the | 
American College of Surgeons here | 
by Sit Harold Gillies, London sur- | 
geon. | 
The detouring of skin is one of | 
the latest bits of skill. By its use | 
skin, without even losing its living | 
connection with the fatient’s own 
blood supply, can be taken from 
virtually any part of the body, even 
|the back, and transferred any- 
where else. 
MAY SAVE LIFE 
By this method skin has been 


taken from the outside of the body | 
and detoured to interior cavities z 
| 


save life. 

The detour trip across or length- 
wise of the body takes six to nine 
weeks. The method is known to 
surgeons as the tubed pedicle flap. | 
The “flap” looks like the handle of | 
a valise | 

For detouring abdominal skin to| 
the face, a square section of abdom- 
inal skin is first loosened along two 
opposite sides, lifted and rolled} 
into the form of a valise hanale | 

This handle or flap rernains fully 
alive nourished by blood vessels at 
each end, until it gets accustomed 
to its semi-independent form of! 
life. ! 


TO ARM FIRST 

Next one end of the flap is cut 
free and grafted to the forearm 
which can be placed near the ab- 
'domen. Over a period of several 
weeks the skin gets accustomed to 
this change. 

Then the flap handle end is de- 
tached from the abu, men, but left 
| fastened to the forearm. The fore- 
arm is then free to be raised to the 
face, or wherever the new skin is 
wanted The flap’s free end is 
grafted in place on the face. Then 
finally it is detached from the fore- 
arm and the grafting completed on 
the face. 

Sir Harold explained this makes 
it possible to transfer living skin 
|which contains not only the thin 
surface but underlying fat and 
blood vessels

Give you striking and memorable pictures. Ali you need is a watchful eye 


anda han 


IF you've put off taking pictures of 

the inside of your home because 
of a vague notion that such pictures 
are difficult, bamish that notion and 
get out your camera. Here are a 
few pointers that may help you in 
your first shots. 

In the first place, you will need 
to make time exposures. And for 
successful time exposures the cam- 
era must be absolutely steady. Use 
a tripod, if you have one, or mount 
the camera on some substantial 
Support such as a table, Too, the 
camera must be level; otherwise 
corners and doors and windows will 
not be properly straight up and 
down. 

It is a good idea to place your 
camera so that you get only a little 
of the ceiling im the view-finder. 
There's more of interest nearer the 
floor 

The secret of success in indoor 
pictures lies if controlling the light 
reaching the various parge of the 
room to be pictured. To begin with, 
never point your camera directly at 
the window or door through which 
the greatest amount of light is com- 
ing. Keep the light behind or to the 
aide of the camera. If, as sometimes 
happens, a sunny window is in a par: 
ticular part of the house you want to 
take, you can eliminate sun-glere by 
a very simple trick. Pull the shade of 
that particular window clear down 
and keep it down for an exposure 
long enough to give you the other 
features and details. Then, close the 
shutter and run the abade up to its

open the shutter again for a half 
second longer 

It's a good idea to use a very 
small lens stop in taking indoor pic- 
tures, becaus® you want detail in 
everything Focus on a point about 
half-way between the camera and 
the far side of the room, then, 
when the lens is stopped down you 
will Gnd that practically everything 
is in sharp focus. 

Avoid including large pieces of 
furniture in the foreground, lest | 
they take up more space in the pic: | 
ture than they deserve. 

Watch out for distracting refiec- 
tions in mirrors or glass covered 
pictures. By putting a small wad 
of paper under one corner of a pic- 
ture, thereby changing the angle 
of the glass, you can usually get rid 
of a reflection. 

Exposure time will 


vary, of 


course, with the brilliance of the | 


daylight and the degree to which 
the walls reflect light. On a bright 
day, pictures in @ predominantly 
light colored room can be taken with 
QB exposure of five or ten seconds, 
On dull days, iu dark rooms having 
only one window, you will need as 
much as five minutes, with the lens 
at f.16 

If you've never tried interiors, 
you'll find them plenty of tua end 
the results will surprise you with 
their excellence.

Paul urges us to put off lying, anger, theft, fil- 
thy conversation and the like and to put on truth- 
fulness, righteous anger, industry, benevolence, 
kindness. All this they were to learn from Christ, 
“if ye have heard Him and were taught in Him, 
even as truth is in Jesus.” 


Sometimes in the year 62, St. Paul wrote from 
his prison in Rome to the Christians in the church 
he had established at Ephesus some years before.

CULLING PULLETS 

By G. W. Robinson 
Much has been written about 
culling the non-producing hen from 
the flock, but when I say non-pro- 
ducer I do not mean a hen that 
will not lay. A hen may lay and 
still be a non-producer, that is a 
non-producer of profit. Unless a 


hen can produce a profit under fa- 
vorable conditions she should not 
be maintained in the flock. Your 
birds have not been more or less 
confined to their Winter quarters, 
and we recommend that this is a 
good time to cull out those birds 
that do not have desirable qualities 
of good laying stock. In arranging 
to do this culling do so methodi- 
cally but quietly. 

1—We will not go into a lengthy 
discussion on how to catch the 
hens. This we will leave for your 
your own good judgment. 

Pick up the birds one at a time 
holding firmly by the two legs and 
allow to rest on the forearm of the 
hand holding the hen, with the 
head toward the one doing the 
culling; keep the body horizontal 
}as in this way proper body forma- 
| tion can be assured. Never hold a 
hen head down as it is impossible 
| to do the work in that way. The 
following, though not infallible, are 
good rules to follow: 
| 1—Birds that are na‘urally light 
in weight, showing little life, dried 
up legs, dull and sunken eyes, 
head long and snaky and long

TO FLY BACK 
-INEIGHT DAYS 


Cathcart Jones and Ken 
Waller Complete First 
Lap Return 


CHARLEVILLE, Aus- 
tralia, Oct. 27.—Cathcart 
Jones and Ken Waller com- 
pleted the first lap of their 
return journey from Mel- 
bourne to London averag- 
ing more than 200 miles an 
hour. 

They landed at Charleville, 787 
miles from Melbourne, at 10:50 
a.m. local time (7:50 p.m. Friday 
E.S.T.) Saturday after taking off 
on the projected 11,300-mile flight 
at 7:05 a.m. 

The British fliers, fourth in the 
great London to Melbourne air 
derby finished this week, hope to 
set a new record for the round 
time from England to Australia and 
return. They took a little less than 
five days on the outgoing journey.

The last decade of Victoria's lon 
reign saw business from a 
depression on an advancing weractiae 


petity. Canada’s century was dawning. 


In 1897, the of Queen Victoria's 
Diamond Jubilee, Mr. D. R. Wilkie, 
General ¢ of the Bank, closed his 
address to the shareholders at the annual 
meeting with these words: 


“We are meeting today within a few 
hours of the sixtieth anniversary of 
Her Most Gracious Majesty's reign. 
The success we as a bank have met 
with during that reign calls for an 
expression of gratitude.” 


He made no apology for the fact that the 
year’s profits had been the smallest in 
nine and gave no evidence of the 
oe loss of faith in the future. His 
judgment was sustained by events, for 
three years later profits doubled. 


Twenty-one new branches were opened 
during the ten-year period, making a total 
of forty-one. Assets increased from thir- 
teen millions in 1894 to thirty and one- 
half millions in 1904, and the Bank was 
now represented in all important centres 
from Montreal to Vancouver. Caution 
went hand in hand with enterprise. Cana- 
dian development was gaining momentum 
and the Bank was moving with it.
